“At the first step on the Japa- 
nese soil, I wish to extend in 
the name of the people and the 
Gov_rnment of Federal Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Yugoslavia, as 
well as :n the name of our dele- 
gation the warmest greetings 
and the best wishes to the peo- 
ple of Japan. 

“Il am convinced that this 
visit of the delegation of the 
Government of FPR of Yugo- 
slavia to Japan, wili represent 
a significant contribution to 
even better understanding be- 
tween our two countries and to 
fuller mutual cooperation. My- 
self as well as the other mem- 
bers of our delegation are very 
pleased to have opportunity— 
in response to the invitation of 
the Japanese Government—to 
visit your beautiful country, to 
get better acquainted with your 
people anc through the direct 
contacts with your representa- 
tives to exchange 
about the various 
mutual interest. 

“T believe that such exchanges 
and personal contacts con- 
tribute to the further develop- 
ment of international coopera- 
tion and to the consolidation of 
peace in the world toward 
which are striving our peoples 
as well as peoples of other 
countries.”

Police Hq in Cuba 
Seized by Rebels 


HAVANA (AP)—Cuban naval 
units joining with maritime 
police and partisans of rebel 
leader Fidel Castro were report- 
ed early Thursd&y to have at- 
tacked and captured the police 
headquarters in the city of 
Cienfuegos in central Cuba. 

Telephone reports to Havana 
from Cienfuegos said fighting 
bétween the navy men and their 
allies with the city’s police 
broke out shortly after dawn 
and was continuing. 

Supporters of Castro were 
said to be thronging the streets 
of Cienfuegos shouting “Presid- 
ent Batista has fallen,” “Gov- 
ernment has been taken over 
by military junta headed by 
Castro’s man.” 

Reports from Cienfuegos said 
police chief commander Antonio 
Ruiz Beltron had refused to 
surrender his headquarters and 
ordered police to resist. They 
added Beltron later was seized 
by the rebels and his headquar- 
ters surrounded. 

Cuban army troops stationed 
in Cienfuegos have made no 
move to intervene,

Respect Ban 


The Japan-China Fisheries 
Council yesterday decided to 
advise all Japanese fishing fleets 
to keep out of the waters Pel- 
ping recently closed for dragnet 
fishing 

The council, headed by Tsune- 
jiro Hiratsuka, reached its deci- 
sion after two days of discus- 
sion. 

The decision to respect the 
new ban will shortly be commu- 
nicated to the Communist Chi- 
nese Fishery Association. 

The area covered by the ban 
extends about 40 nautical miles 
along the coast of southern 
China from 27 degrees to 29 
degrees N. Latitude. 

The council noted that Japa- 
nese fishing in the now banned 
area had been “comparatively 
inactive” and that the ban there- 
fore will have very little effect 
on this country’s fishing in- 
dustry. 

Nevetheless, the council is ex: 
pected to inform its counter: 
part in Red China that it con- 
siders the new regulation an 
internal regulation, not binding 
on Japan. The council still 
feels that no parts of the hign 
seas should be unilaterally 
closed to fishermen of other na- 
tions.

Japan Fishing Boat Seized 
Near Bonin Islands by USS. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S, Navy reported Wednesday 
that a Japanese fishing boat was 
seized near the Bonin Islands 
on Aug. 25 and a fine of $6,000 
imposed for violation of United 
States administered waters. 

The Japanese vessel was the 
Juntoku Maru, which the Navy 
said was found fishing about 170 
yards from off a small island in 
the group of which Iwo Jima 
is the best known. 

The Navy said that unless the 
Japanese pay the fine by Sept. 
10, the ocean-goirfg fishing vessel 
will be confiscated. 

The Navy said the seizure was 


ordered under general terms of 


the Peace Treaty with Japan 
and specific provisions of the 
American-promulgated criminal 


code for the Bonin-volcano Is- 


lands and Marcus Island. 
This code provides that no 


vessel or aircraft other than 
“public vessels” or aircraft of 
the United States may enter or 
remain within the land or sea 
areas or territorial waters of 
these islands without prior per- 
mission or clearance by the 
American military governor. 
Maximum punishment for viola- 
tion of this order is a fine of 
not more than $10,000, imprison- 
ment of not more than five 
years or both. 

The Bonin Islands are admin- 
istered by the U.S. Navy under 
provisions of the Peace Treaty. 
In the case of the seized fishing 
boat, the Navy said that the 
Japanese crew was tried by a 
military commission functioning 
under the military governor,

Fujivama said yesterday that 
in the United Nations Security

cognition of Asia’s historical 
significance and its voice was 
a prerequisite to the realiza- 
tion of the lofty ideals of world 
peace and world democracy, 


He made the statement at a 
luncheon given in his honor by 
the Foreign Correspondents 
Club of Japan. The Foreign 
Minister is scheduled to depart 
for New York Sept. 14 to attend 
the 12th session of the U.N. 
General Assembly and later 
meet United States Government 
leaders in Washington, 

Fujivyama said there has been 
no radical change in Japan’s 
foreign policy as a result of his 
recent taking over of the for- 
eign portfolio from Prime Min- 
ister Kishi, He said he did not 
believe there should be such a 
change, either, because “con- 
tinuity and integrity are the 


two most vital requirements in 


the foreign policy of any na- 
tion,” 

In an over-all discussion of 
Japan's foreign policy, he also 
made these points; 

1. The pursuit of a self-cen- 
tered diplomacy has become a 
thing of the past. In a world in 
which interdependence’ = and 
solidarity among nations have 
grown to the extent that they 
have today, it would be un- 
realistic and to its owt. disad- 
vantage for a nation to seek to 
advance its own interests in 
disregard of those of the other 
nations of the world. 

2. In an age which has seen 
phenomenal developments in 
transportation and communica- 
tions and increasing economic 
and cultural intercourse among 
nations, the peoples of the 
world, although living under 
different ideologies, must face 
the fact that they must live 
together and mus. learn how 
better to do so. Hence the 
Japanese policy of resuming 
diplomatic relations with Com- 
munist countries and seeking to 
selve economic and trade rela- 
tions with them while adhering 
to its position as a Free World 
nation. 

3. Japan, though most west- 
ernized among the Asian na- 
tions, is a part of Asia. The 
Japanese people are Asian both 
racially and spiritually. It is 
natural and inevitable, there- 
fore, that Japan’s foreign policy 
should be based on a feeling of 
kinship and unanimity with the 
Asian countries. 

| 4. Despite the different for- 
eign policies of the respectiye 
Asian countries, there are cer- 
tain problems that are common 
to them. One is the rise of na- 
tionalism and the resulting re- 
sistance against colonialism in 
whatever form. Another is 
their aspirations for social and 
economic progress in order to 
ensure their newly won indepen- 
dence. Japan sympathizes with 
these aims and aspirations of 
the Asian and Arab peoples and 
hopes for a peaceful and con- 
structive solution which will 
make possible the attainment of 
these aspirations. 

5. In his forthcoming visit to 
Washington, he intends to state 
his thoughts and beliefs frankly 
and establish relations of close 
personal friendship with Secre- 
tary of State Dulles and other 
leaders of the U.S. Government.

Czechoslovakia, Ja- 
pan’s rival for the Security 
Council seat, issued a state- 
ment Aug. 30, demanding a 
seat for East Europe citing 
the London Gentlemen's 
Agreement of 1946. 


Soviet Jet 
Lands in U.S. 
For Ist Time 


MCGUIRE AIR BASE, N.J. 
(AP)—A_ streamlined Russian 
jet airliner streaked onto the 
rain-swept runways of this vast 
military base Wednesday night 
to complete a_ historic 5,570- 
mile flight from Moscow. 

It marked the first landing of 
any Russian plane on American 
soil in 20 years and the first 
landing ever in this country by 
a Soviet commercial airliner, 

Immediately after the twin- 
engined TU104 set down, a top 
Russian official told newsmen 
that the Soviet Union hopes to 
establish civilian airline service 
to the United States. 

The Soviet jet, carrying 40 
persons, including Russian dip- 
lomats to the United Nations, 
touched down at 10:43 p.m., 21 
hours and 54 minutes after it 
left the Soviet capital. The elaps- 
ed time included refueling stops 
at London, Iceland and Goose 
Bay, Labrador. Actual fiving 
time was placed at slightly more 
than 134% hours, 

Two pretty Russian hostesses 
attracted more attention than 
most of the Soviet officials 
aboard. One Soviet crewman, ob- 
viously delighted by the excite- 
ment, scampered down the exit 
ramp and snapped pictures of 
the assembled crowd. 

The Soviet pilot, Maj. B. P. 
Bugaev, picked up three Amer- 
ican air force crewmen at Goose 
Bay to help guide him over 
American territory. 

Col. Rufus Ford, commander 
of this military base, extended 
greetings to Alexei Semenkov, 
chief of the flight department 
of the Soviet Civil Air Fleet. 

Aboard the airplane, in addi- 
tion to the American crew, was 
a British team of pilots who 
helped chart the flight across 
the Atlantic to Canadian soll. 
The aircraft's passenger capac- 
itv is 70. The makeup of the 
Russian delegation included 
minor officials, 

Both the American and Brit- 
ish teams aboard expressed 


enthusiasm over the Soviet jet’s 
performance.

Bess Seen 
Passing Into 
E. China Sea 


| The Meteorological Agency 
said last night that Tvhgon No. 
10 (Bess) may pass into the 
East China Sea today if it con- 
tinued on its present nortn- 
westerly course, 

The storm was expected to ap- 
proach waters off southwestern 
wVushu carly this morning, ac- 


cording to the agency last 
night. 

Strong winds were expected 
throughout the Kyushu area 


and rainfalls of 8 to 12 inches 
were predicted for the mountain- 
ous areas, 

The southern part of Kyushu 
has been within the expected 
area of attack of the typhoon 
since yesterday morning. 

The typhoon, located last 
night at a point about 79 miles 
west-northwest of Amami Oshi- 
ma, was proceeding in a north- 
westerly direction at a speed of 
about 6 miles an hour. 

But the agency warned that 
the typhoon might change its 
course to a northern or north- 
eastern direction—which could 
bring Bess “considerably close’ 
to Kvushu. 

It was packing winds of 88 
miles per hour at its center and 
winds of over 55 miles per 
hour within a radius of 150 
miles, 

According to reports received 
from Amami Oshima, the eye 
of the typhoon passed through 
the islands at around 8:50 a.m. 

The Nase Observatory on the 
islands recorded a maximum 
wind velocity of 125 miles 
per hour at G a.m., the highest 
recorded since its establishment. 

Buffeted by strong winds, the 
70-ton dredger Iki and eight 
other boats at Kikai Island in 
the Amami Oshima group either 
capsized or were damaged. 

Two crew members of the [ki 
were reported missing after fall- 
ing into the sea. 

According to reports received 
by the Meteorological Agency 
vesterday afternoon, an antenna 
of a high altitude observation 
radar at the Nase Observatory 
was damaged by the gales. This 
made the World Day observation 
by the observatory impossible.

Yukitaka Haraguchi, chairman 
of the General Council of Ja- 
pan Trade Unions (Sohyo); and 
29 party and union representa- 
tives. 

The participants agreed to 
launch a two-stage nationwide 
movement against the Kishi 
Cabinet under the auspices of 
the Socialist Party. 

Under plans drafted yester- 
day, a national campaign will 
be organized this month to pro- 
test against the proposec hike 
in the consumer price of rice, 
private railway fares and the 
barber and public bath house 
fees. 

District rallies will be held 
throughout Japan with a central 
rallv slated for Tokyo Oct. 20.

Real Deama of Guaee ae

MAEBASHI (Kyodo) — The 
second session of the Japanese 
trial of U.S. Arnty Specialist 
3.C. William §. Girard, sched- 
uled here today, is expected to 
touch on the very core of the 
controversial case. Key wit- 
nesses will open their testimony 
and the prosecution and defense 
cc nsel will come to grips. 

The second sitting of the trial 
at the Maebashi District Court 
will be followed by a two-day 
on-the-spot inspection of the 
site of the shooting incident at 
Monomizuka, within the USS. 
forces shooting range in Gum- 
ma Prefecture, Saturday and 
Sunday. 

In the visit to the scene, the 
shooting incident resulting in 
the death of Mrs. Naka Sakai, 
47, Jan. 30 will be reconstruct- 
ed by all those involved in the 
case in the presence of the pro- 
secutors, defense panel and 
others. 

The inspection will naturally 
have delicate bearing on the pro- 
secution’s charge that Girard 
caused a fatal injury to the vic- 
tim outside the scope of duty 
and the defense’s argument that 
it was an accident occurring in 
the course of duty. 

During today’s trial, the pro 
secution is scheduled to demand 


| 


nesses and the producing of 
material evidence including 
documents. But the defense 
panel may take the initiative 
with a similar demand. At any 
rate, the outlines of full prosecu- 
tion and defense arguments 
are expected to be made clear 
during the day. 

In the first session Aug. 26, 
the defense panel had agreed to 
the summoning of all nine wit- 
nesses listed by the prosecution. 
The defense is expected to re- 
new its protests in the new ses-

The third day session of the 
PEN Congress symposium on 
mutual influences of Eastern 
and Western literature yester- 
day morning heard concrete 
proposals on improvement of 
translation of Asian literary 
works into Western languages. 

Donald Keene, professor of 
Japanese literature at Columbia 
University and one of few 
American translators of Japa- 
nese novels, stressed the need 
for more able translators of 
Japanese and other Asian litera- 
ture, 

He said there are not more 
than half a dozen translators in 
England and the United States 
who could translate the Japanese 
novels into “readable literary 
English.” 

The American scholar pointed 
to the fact that these few trans- 
lators cannot live on their trans- 
lation only and have to do some- 
thing else, teaching at schools, 
for example, as he is doing. He 
said that makes it impossible to 
translate more than two books 
a year. 

As a concrete method to 
alleviate the situation, he pro- 
posed that each Western coun-

As an example, he said 
the New York Times gave only 
a 400-word review to “The 
Fires on The Plain” a master- 
piece by Japanese novelist Sho- 
hei Ooka, while it devoted a 
whole column or more to books 
by American authors of far less 
interest. 


As another example, Keene 
told the meeting that a literary 
issue of the Times gave only 
a two-paragraph review to his 
“Anthology of Japanese Litera- 
ture,” and it was on page 17.

One is to 
provide a list of Asian literature 
published by Asian publishers, 
and the other is to supply re- 
views of novels in Asian coun- 
tries. 

Polish delegate Antoni Slonim- 
ski said encouragement should 
be given to translation of 
dramas, poems and essays which 
have less commercial value. 


On the proposal of Wilson, 
those interested in bettering the 
translation of Asian novels into 
Westerg languages met to draft 
a resolution to be presented to 
today’s general session. 


Korean delegate Zong In Sob 
proposed a reduction on copy- 
right payments among PEN 
members to promote exchange 
of East-West literature. He also 
suggested abolition of copy- 
right payment by publishers 
of underdeveloped countries, 

British poet-critic’ Stephen H. 
Spender refuted some of the 
points emphasized by Pakistani 
Ambassador Dr. Omar Hayat 
Malik the day before. 

He said he does not totally 
disagree with the Pakistani Am- 
bassador in _ believing  one- 
ness of humanity and urged 
the international writers gather- 
ed in the cungress “not to make 
generalizations but to make dis- 
tinction.”

Growing Explosive 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., (INS) 
—The Little Rock school inte- 
gration controversy grew more 
explosive by the hour Thursday 
with Gov. Orval Faubus claim- 
ing in a telegram to President 
Eisenhower that he has been 
told federal authorities plan to 
take him into custody by force. 

To thwart such a possibility, 
the Arkansas Governor ordered 
National Guard units to sur- 
round the beautiful colonial 
brick Chief Executive's mansion 
from where he has been direct- 
ing his battle. 

Reports circulated in the Ar- 
kansas capital that the Gover- 
nor may be arrested by the FBI

tral High School said they would 
attempt for a second time to 
follow a Federal Court directive 
4° trying to enter the school 
again Thursday. 

U.S. Attorney General Her- 
bert Brownell Jr., ordered the 
FBI to investigate the situation 
at Little Rock which appears to 
be developing into a test be 
tween state’s rights and the 
Federal Government over the 
1954 U.S. Supreme Court deci- 
sion banning racial segregation 
in schools. . 

Mayor Woodrow Mann of Lit- 
tle Rock charged that Gov. 
Faubus’ action in calling out 
the National Guard to patrol the 
school was “a hoax.” He assert- 
ed the Governor \.as creating 
tensions where none existed in 
attempting to prevent the in- 
tegration of Negroes in the all- 
white high school. 


Lloyd in Belgrade 
For Talks With Tito 


BELGRADE (INS) — British 
Foreign Secretary Selwyn Lloyd 
arrived in Belgrade by plane 
Wednesda) to confer on impor- 
tant world problems with Pres- 
ident Tito and other Yugoslav 
leaders.

TORONTO (AP) — Several 
hundred Soviet scientists have 
asked the Kremlin to end 2u- 
clear bomb tests. 

A Russian earthquake spe 
cialist, here for an internation- 
al conference, said many of the 
Soviet’s top scientists signed an 
outspoken plea to the Govern- 
ment to halt its development of 
atomic and hydrogen bombs be- 
cause of fallout danger to the 
public. 

The petition was published a 
month ago in Russian newspa- 


pers. 

Dr. V. V. Beloussov, memer 
of the Russian delegation to 
the first assembly of the Inters 
national Union of Geodesy and 
Geophysics outside Europe, told 
reporters of the incident Wed- 
nesday. 


He said: “Our scientists are 
convinced that these atomic ex- 
plosions must be stopped.” 


This was not the first ‘sugges- 
tion that Russian scientists might 
disagree with their country’s 
military endeavors. Last month 
three Russians at a meeting in 
Pugwash, Nova Scotia, joined 
colleagues from nine _ other 
countries in urging an end to 
the international arms race. 


Br. Beloussov indicated the 
Russian scientists are worried 
about the danger of radioactive 
poisoning resulting from the 
nuclear detonations.

If you are planning on saving 
some money on winter items 
you had better do your shop- 
ping now before prices start 
going up. 

Shopping experts advise you 
to get a full supply now of 
winter fuel, which is already 
showing a gradual increase in 
price. But wait till a little later 
to buy winter clothing because 
those prices are on the decline. 

As for. electric stoves and 
other heating devices, which 
are replacing refrigerators in 
some Tokyo department stores, 
sharp competition is seen among 
manufacturers who put out 20 
to 30 per cent more products 
than last vear. 


Even dumping of electric foot 
and bed warmers, which ordin- 
arily sell at ¥2,000-3,000, is 
expected among small s.ores. 


Meanwhile, charcoal is ex- 
pected to bring pr.ces ¥100 
higher than last year for each 
sack, and coal will probably sell 
at ¥12,000-13,000 per ton or 
¥50 to ¥60 higher per sack than 
last winter’s price. 

In sharp contrast with fuel, 
winter wears now cost about 15 
per cent less thar. last year due 
te the tight money policy. 


Bargain sales are being held! 


everywhere in Tokyo since 
late July by dealers who are 
trying desperately to get rid of 
their excessive stock of mer- 
chandise and convert it into 
money. To quote some prices 
at the reduction sales: men’s

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East-West 
Meet Due 
Here Oct. 28 


An international symposium 
on East-West cultural inter- 
changes is scheduled to open in 
Tokyo Oct. 28 for a week-long 
session. 

The symposium, the first of 
sts kind to be held in 55 vears, 
will be sponsored by the Japan 
National Commission for UNE- 
SCO. The last such meeting 
was held in 1902 in Hanoi. 

Some 200 Japanese and for-

Invitations were sent to 28 
nations, of which 10 so far have 
accepted.

Subjects to be discussed by 
other divisions include the 
enigmas relating to the original 
invention of gun-powder and 
the initial East-West _inter- 
change of printing technique. 


Average Pay Hike 
Marks 9.2% in °56 


Private industry workers in 
the country last year benefited 
from an average 9.2 per cent 
pay hi..e, thanks to the econom- 
ic prosperity that was termed 
without precedent since the 
days of Emperor Jimmu, the 
first ruler of Japan. 

This was disclosed in a large- 
scale checkup on wage condl- 
tions in 1956, conducted by the 
Tax Administration Agency. 
The survey was made to obtain 
data for a plan for revision of 
the taxation system, scheduled 
for next vear. 

The survey placed the num- 
ber of workers in private indus- 
try as of the end of December, 
last year, at 11,105,000. This 
was an increase of 8.7 per cent 
over the preceding year. 

Wages paid these workers 
during the year amounted to 
approximately 2,178,798 million 
yen, some 315,174 million yen 
or 16.9 per cent over the  pre- 
vious year. 

This meant that an average 
of ¥202,400 was paid each work- 
er during 1956. The amount 
represented an_ increase _ in 
wages of 9.2 per cent over the 
average of ¥185,000 for the pre- 
vious year.

U.S. Forces Release

The eight land areas partially 
released include Camp Funaoka 
in Miyagi Prefecture with an 
area of 21,961 tsubo (buildings 
cover 2,007 tsubo) and Areas A, 
B and C of Camp Nara cover- 
ing a total area of 17,466 tsubo 
(buildings: 3,881 tsubo), 
Meanwhile, a 9,401-tsubo area 
at Mizuho, Yokohama will be 
newly offered for use by the 
U.S. Forces.

Gov't Plans Bill to Unify 
Railroad Crossing Rules 


the regulatory powers of the na- 
tional and private’ railways 
over the crossings and to pro- 


vide subsidies to standardize 
the signals and communica- 
tions system of the facilities 


now in operation. 


The present railroad laws on 
the establishment and _ opera- 
tion of crossings are outmoded 
and full of blind spots, 

For instance, there is no 
clear-cut definition regarding 
the jurisdiction of the crossings. 
It is thus vague whether legal 
responsibility of the crossings 
belong to the railroads or to 
the highways traversing it. 

The upkeep and renewal of 
signals and gates at the cross- 
ings are left to the discretion of 
the railroad authorities, but the 
same authorities cannot  pro- 
hibit the random construction 
of railroad crossings by “out- 
siders.” 

In 1951, the National Reail- 
Ways had a total of 40,094 cross- 
ings and the private railways 
27,598, which increased, respec- 
tvely, to 43,187 and 27,998, or 
an increase of 3,507, in 1955. 

There are at present a total 
of 808 crossing that are consid- 
ered “dangerous.” The Govern- 
ment will’ provide half the 
funds for installing safety facil- 
ities and maintenance crews at 
these sites if the bill is enacted. 

Accidents at the crossings have 
been climbing at an alarming 
rate with th recent increase in 
the traffic density. In 1955, 
there were a total of 4,000 acci- 
cents at the national and pri- 
vate railroad crossings, or 2.47 
times the number in 1951. 

The new law, if enacted, will 
eliminate the blind spots in the 
present law and make it man- 
datory to establish railroad 
crossings at sites where the ac- 
Cider* probability exceeds a 
predetermined rate. 


Tokyo’s Population 
8,518,622 as of Aug. 1 


The Metropolitan Govern- 
ment announced yesterday that 
Tokyo's population as of Aug. 
1 stood at 8,518,622. This was 
a 280 per cent increase compar- 
ed with the 3,380,000 population 
of 1945 and more than 800,000 
over the 1943 population of 7,- 
614,000. 

Males comprised 4,401,283 and 
females 4,117,339, the announce- 
ment said. 

A spokesman for the Metro- 
politan Government said Tokyo 
probably had outstripped both 
New York City and Lordon in 
population. 

He added that the Govern- 
ment had asked these cities for 
up-to-date population figures.

Control on 
Prostitution 


The PoMce Agency has decid- 
ed to strengthen its control on 
unscrupulous operators of pros- 
titution houses in preparation 
for full enforcement of the Anti- 
Prostitution Law from April 1, 
next year. 


The law, enacted by the Diet 
in May, last year, was effective 
from this April. 


The legislation, however, pro- 
vided a year of grace before 
the meting out of actual 
punishment to violators. There- 
fore, the law actually will come 
into force from next April when 
the clause regarding punish- 
ment takes effect. 


The decision to tighten up 
on brothel operators was made 
in view of the recent tendency 
among the unscrupulous own- 
ers toward operating under- 
ground. 


A survey of the Welfare Min- 
istry has revealed that only 972 
of the some 17,000 operators 
have closed down their brothels 
and switched to other forms of 
business since the enactment of 
the legislation up to end of 
July, 


In view of this low rate, the 
Police Agency has_ instructed 
police headquarters throughout 
the country to keep a _ stern 
watch against new employment 
of girls by brothel operators 
and against camouflaged opera- 
tion of houses of prostitution. 


U.S. Asks Plant 
To Discharge 1,400 


YOKOHAMA (Kyodo)—The 
U.S. Army Engineer Depot here 
has asked the Sagami Kogyo 
(Industry) Co. to discharge 
1,400 workers from its Fuchino- 
be factory in Sagami, Kanaga- 
wa Prefecure, by Oct. 16. 


The factory, which employs 
about 3,000 workers, is a spe- 
cial procurement factory en- 
gaged in the repair of USS.

CHICAGO (Special) — Two 
Japanese heart specialists will 
be among the prominent speak- 
ers at the 22nd annual Congress 
of the U.S. and Canadian Sec- 
tions, International College of 
Surgeons, to be held at the Pal- 
mer House on Sept. 12. 


Dr. Kazumi Taguchi, assistant 
professor of surgery and chief 
of the cardiac division of the 
Okayama University Medical 
College, will explain a brain 
cooling procedure which, with- 
out injuring the brain, permits 
the arresting of heart action 
up to 14 minutes, double the 
presently permissible time of 
blood circulation stoppage. 

Dr. Shigeru Sakakibara, pro- 
fessor of surgery of the Tokyo 
Women’s Medical College, will 
lecture on the use of a special 
cardioscope which permits the 
viewing of the inside of the 
heart as an operative aid. The 
instrument has an_ inflatable, 
transparent balloon at the tip 
of a feeler and permits the ob 
servation of the heart during 
operation as well as aiding in 
the location of lesion fields. The 
lecture will be illustrated with 
a motion picture.

Japan Spy Draws 
8 Months and Fine 


A former Foreign Office offi- 
cial, convicted in a spy case in- 
volving former Soviet agent 
Yuri Rastvorov, was sentenced 
to eight months imprisonment 
and fined one million yen yester- 
day by the Tokyo High Court. 

He is Shigeru Takamure, 
formerly an official of the Sec- 
ond Section of the Economic Af- 
fairs Bureau of the Foreign Of- 
fice. living at Shimorenjaku, 
Mitaka, Tokyo. 

In the absence of an anti- 
espionage law in Japan, he was 
accused of violating the Nation- 
al Government Service Law, the 
Foreign Exchange Law, and the 
Overseas Trade Control Law. 

Takamure was originally in- 
dicted by the Tokyo District 
Court in 1954 and charged with 
receiving ¥2,350,000 in yen and 
dollars from a Soviet Mission 
member as a reward for pass- 
ing secret documents of the 
Foreign Office. 

On Aug. 25 last year he was 
sentenced to one year’s’ im- 
ee and a fine of ¥1,500.- 


Rastvorov, who fled from the 
Soviet Mission here in Januarv 
1954, to seek asylum in the 
United States, exposed a Japa- 
nese spy-ring working for the 
Soviets.

Japan Textile 
Defended by 
U.S. Council 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The 
Council for Improved U.S- 
Japanese Trade Relations, de 
fending Japan’s textile industry 
against criticism by a United 
States senator, says conditions 
in Japanese textile “are good 
by any standards of the world.” 

The council, a private organi- 
zation set up by the Japanese 
Chamber of Commerce and 
American businessmen interest- 
ed in Japanese trade, made its 
statements in a letter to Sen. 
Margaret Chase Smith (R-Me.). 

It asked the letter be printed 
in the congressional record and 
Sen. Smith complied with the 
request. 


On Aug. 26, Sen. Smith spoke 
in favor of her bill aimed at 
assisting the U.S. cotton textile 
industry “in regaining its equit- 
able share of the world market.” 
She used sharp language in des- 
cribing the Japanese textile in- 
dustry which she accused of 
carrving out “cut-throat com- 
petition against her benefactor 
—the United States.” 


The bill suggested that 750,- 
000 bales of surplus cotton be 
made available to .U.S. textile 
mills at a low price, enabling 


them “to compete in world 
markets with cheap foreign 
labor.” 


Sen. Smith said: “There is 
a point where we must stop 
being afraid of other foreign 
governments, such as Japan, to 
whom we have poured millions 
of dollars and tne finest and 
most modern of textile machi- 
nery—only in the end to find 
Japan fully exploiting her 
cheap labor, paid coolie wages, 
for cut-throat competition 
against her benefactor—'he 
United States.” 

The council’s letter, signed 
by Nelson A. Stitt, director of 
its Washington office, termed 
the Senator’s comments “far 
from accurate.” 

In the letter to the Senator 
the council said that “these in- 
flammatory words create an 


entirely wrong picture of the 
Psaid. 


situation in Japan’s cotton 
textile mills, where conditions 
are good by any standards in 
the world.” 

The council acknowledged 
that wages in Japan are much 
lower than those in the United 
States, “because Japan is a 
poorer country.” | 

The letter said that “it is 
simply not true” that the United 
States furnished textile mills to 
Japan or rebuilt them. “The 
reconstruction of Japan's textile 
industry was accomplished with 
internal Japanese investment 
funds, not from United States 
aid.” 

The council objected to the 
“cut-throat competition” expres- 
sion used by the Senator. It 
called it “unfair and subject to 
serious misinterpretation.” 

Japan, the council asserted, is 
enforcing “painful and rigorous 
controls to insure that Japan’s 
exports to the United States do 
not occasion difficult readjust- 
ments for the American indus- 
ey,

Masamichi Yamagiwa, gov- 
ernor of the Bank of Japan, ex- 
pressed regret Wednesday that 
production control among big 
industries was not enough to 
meet the retrenchment policy 
now being enforced.

Optimism Sounded 
By Latins on Meet 


BUENOS AIRES (AP)—The 
inter-American economic con- 
ference has closed here on a 
general note of optimism de- 
_spite early disappointment over 
failure to agree on an inter- 
Americai. economic treaty. 


The optimistic note was 
sounded Wednesday by Brazil's 
Finance Minister Jose Maria 
Alkmin, highest ranking dele- 
gate remaining, and Argentinas 
Finance Minister Adalberto 
Kreiger Vasena who was also 
conference chairman. 


Alkmin said the conference 
marked a positive step forward 
in hemisphere economic § reia- 
tions. «ie said the battle for an 
economic agreement will not be 
abandoned. 


Kreiger Vasena said the meet- 
ing was “a _ success without 
parallel in the history of the 
hemisphere’s economic rela- 
tions.” 

The conference adopted only 
a general declaration of econo- 
mic principles after U.S.-Mexican 
opposition blocked any idea of 
a treaty agreement.

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Text of Fujiyama Address 


The following is an address by 
Foreign Minister Aiichiro Fujiyama 
before the Foreign Correspondents’ 
Club of Japan yesterday.—Editor. 


Mr. President, members of 
the Foreign Correspondents’ 
Club, ladies and gentlemen: 


I am very happy to be here 
today, and I wish to express my 
sincere appreciation to you for 
giving me this opportunity to 
say a few words to you. I under- 
stand it has become an estab- 
lished custom, in recent years, 
for successive Foreign Ministers 
to appear here before you mem- 
bers of the fourth estate and be 
subjected to a barrage of ques- 
tions, 

When I stop to think that my 
predecessors, all veteran diplo- 
mats, did not find the going 
easy, I suppose it would be the 
better part of wisdom for an 
amateur such as myself to be 
prepared for the worst. But ir- 
respective of how I shall fare, I 
assure you that I consider it an 
honor to be here and that IL 
submit myself willingly, though 
not without some _ trepidation, 
to your test, 


No Radical Change: 


Perhaps there are among you 
a few who have come today 
from a feeling of curiosity to see 
what the new Japanese Foreign 
Minister looks like. But I have 
no doubt that all of you, as con- 
scientious members of the work- 
ing press, have come hoping to 
find out my thoughts and con- 
victions, as Foreign Minister, on 
my country’s foreign policy. 
And, if I may be permitted to 
say so, your professional in- 
stincts may prompt you to try 
to get something new—some- 
thing newsworthy—out of me. 


I doubt very much that I shall 
be able to give you adequate 
satisfaction in this regard. Il 
say this because I believe that 
continuity and integrity are the 
two most vital requirements in 
the foreign policy of any nation, 
Therefore, although the duties 
of Foreign Minister have pass- 
ed on to me from Mr. Kishi, my 
predecessor, there has been no 
radical changes in policy, nor 
do | believe there should be, 


Naturally, the direct aim of 
Japan’s foreign policy is to pro- 
mote our political and economic 
interests in line with the needs 
and aspirations of our nation 
and in the international environ- 
ment in which our country is 
placed. But the pursuit of this 
objective does not in any way 
mean the sole advancement of 
our own selfish or exclusive in- 
terests, 


Basic Diplomacy 


In a world in which interde- 
pendence and solidarity among 
nations have grown to the ex- 
tent that they have today, it 
would be unrealistic and to its 
own disadvantage for a nation 
to seek to advance its own in- 
terests in disregard of those of 
the other nations of the world. 
It must be recognized that the 
pursuit of a self-centered diplo- 
macy has become a thing of the 
past. 

As one who has spent the 
greater part of his life in the 
world of business, I believe that, 
under the present system of 
market economy, one of the 
secrets of success in a business 
enterprise lies in offering to the 
buying public better goods or 
services at cheaper prices, Il 
do not intend here to lecture 
to you on the secrets of busi- 
ness, but I do wish to point out 
that diplomacy, like business, 
cannot succeed unless, in addi- 
tion to promoting the interests 
and welfare of a nation, it con- 
tributes also toward enhancing 
the interests and welfare of the 
entire world. 


I think you will agree with me 
on these basic ideas of diploma- 
cy. The problem, however, is 
how these basic ideas should be 
translated into practical meas- 
ures. As you all know, various 
nations, because of their differ- 
ent historical backgrounds and 
geographical positions have 
their own ideas on how to pro- 
mote their own welfare and 
that of the world. 

In former times, when nations 
had similar ideologies and politi-

I do not feel that 
this is inconsistent with the fact 
that Japan believes in democra- 
cy and a capitalistic system and 
maintains close political and 
economic ties with the free na- 
tions which believe in the same 
principles, 

Needless to say, a nation’s for- 
eign policy is governed by its 
historical background, geogra- 
phical position and other factors. 
Thus we find Japan closely alli- 
ed politically and economicaily, 
with the United States and the 
countries of Western Europe, 
She is perhaps the one nation 
in Asia that has been most 
westernized during the past 100 
vears. 


Japanese Are Asians 

Be that as it may, there is no 
question that Japan is a part 
of Asia; racially and spiritually 
the Japanese people are Asian. 
For instance, an oil painting by 
a Japanese will have somthing 
about it that will distinguish it 
from that by a French artist. It 
will retain some quality that is 
distinctly Japanese from which 
the Japanese painter cannot 
break away. And this Japanese 
quality will, in turn, contain 
something that is’ typically 
Asian in character. It is natural 
and inevitable, therefore, that 
Japan’s foreign policy should be 
based on a feeling of kinship 
and unanimity with the Asian 
countries. 


When we speak of Asia, how- 
ever, we must guard against 
generalizing, as is often done. 
We must recognize that the 
various countries of Asia have 
different foreign policies arising 
from their respective historical 
backgrounds and political and 
economic positions. But there 
are certain problems which are 
common to the Asian countries. 
One is the rise of nationalism 
and the _ resulting resistance 
against colonialism in whatever

Rather than use 
valuable time and energy com- 
plaining about the atheists, 
show a little enterprise yourself 
in reaching as many as you can 
with love and truth of God.

form. Another is their aspira- 
tions for social and economic 
rogress in order to énsure their 
newly-won independence. 


The same can be said for the 
countries of the Middle East and 
Africa. As a member of the 
Asian community we in Japan 
strongly sympathize with these 
aims and aspirations of the peo- 
ples of the Asian and Arab 
countries. We hope sincerely 
for a peaceful and constructive 
solution which will make pos- 
sible the attainment of these 
aspirations, and we, on our part, 
wish to contribute in every pos- 
sible way to such a solution. 

Never in her long history has 
Japan been placed under a for- 
eign colonial rule.—Her recent 
unhappy experience of being 
placed under foreign military 
occupation as the result of a war 
she foolishly waged is, of course, 
another matter.—It may be for 
this reason that we Japanese 
sometimes fail to fully under- 
stand the discontent and misery 
of the peoples of Asia who Rave 
had to live under colonial rule 
for a long time. 


Perhaps we have not made 
sufficient efforts to try to under- 
stand their determination, once 
having won independence, to 
build their own future with 
their own hands, rejecting all 
outside interference. In the fu- 
ture development of our Asian 
policy, | am deeply aware that 
there is need for self-examina- 
tion, naturally on my own part 
as Foreign Minister as well as 
on the part of the Japanese peo- 
ple as a whole. Without doing 
so, we cannot win their trust 
and goodwill as a true friend of 
Asia. 


Aim of U.S. Trip 


I velieve that the emergence 
of Asia on the world political 
scene is an immovable fact and 
that the smooth conduct of 
world affairs is impossible if 
this fact is ignored. In order 
to make the lofty ideals ot 
world peace and world demo- 
cracy a reality, Asia’s histor 
cal significance today must be 
recognized and Asia’s_ voice 
must be fully reflected in inter- 
national afairs. It is from a 
desire to play a constructive 
part in this effort that Japan 
has decided to be a candidate 
for a seat as a nonpermanent 
) ember of the Security Council 
at the forthcoming 12th session 
of the United Nations General 
Assembly. 

My visit to the United States 
this month to attend the United 
Nations General Assembly will, 
of necessity, be very brief. But 
I hope time will permit me to 
stop over in Washington and 
hold talks with Mr. Dulles, the 
Secretary of State, and other 
leaders of the American Gov- 
ernment. Needless to say, one 
of my important duties as For- 
eign Minister is to place the re- 
lations between Japan and the 
United States on a permanent 
and solid basis in line with the 
basic understanding reached 
during Prime Minister Kishi's 
recent visit to the United States. 
While in Washington, I intend 
to state frankly my thoughts 
and beliefs regarding our diplo- 
matic policies and to exchange 
views on some of the problems 
confronting our two countries. 
And I hope, through my visit, 
to establish relations of close 
personal friendship with Mr. 
Dulles and other leaders of the 
American Government, because 
I vaiue very highly the import- 
ance of so-called “personal diplo- 
macy” in this jet age. 


Role of Press 


Before concluding my talk, I 
must refer to the vital role of 
the press in diplomacy. Failure 
to do so would be showing a 
lack of courtesy to you mem: 
bers of the press here today, 
Diplomacy cannot work smooth- 
ly without mutual understand- 
ing, among peoples. And it is 
accurate news reporting by you 
who represent the press media 
of many countries that builds 
the basis of such understanding. 
One of the important duties of 
a diplomat is to accurately ap- 
praise the policies of the gov- 
ernment and the sentiments of 
the people of the country to 
which he is assigned and to re- 
port these to his home govern- 
ment. In this sense, the foreign 
correspondent’s role resembles 
that of a diplomat. And more 
often than not, press reports are 
more accurate than the official 
reports of diplomats. 


In closing, I wish to congra- 
tulate you on the able manner 
in which you are performing 
your important task here in 
Japan and to thank you once 
again for the warm reception 
you have accorded me today.

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Autumn Full Moon 


Jugova Otsukisan (the moon 
of the 15th evening) means the 
full moon of Aug. 15 by the 
lunar calendar. This comes on 
Sept. 8 this year. Since ancient 
days there have been many 
customs of the people wel- 
coming and viewing the bea ati- 
ful full moon of mid-autumn, 
which is said to be the best in 
the whole year. 

An offering of rice dumplings, 
fruits, vegetables and autumn 
flowers is made to the moon. 


Children sing songs for the 
moon. Moon-viewing parties 
are held. But the evening is 


not for praising the beauty of 
the moon only. It is originally 
one of the harvest rites or a 
prayer for good crops. 

It is also the evening when 
the fortune of individuals or 
villages is told, as it was be- 
lieved that under the full moon- 
light divining power was strong- 
er than on other evenings. Thus 
in some places, one’s fortune 1s 
told by the shape of his shadow 
cast by the full moon. Or as 
in Okinawa, one watches the 
village from a hilltop on the 
evening to see if there is any 
unusual sign that might predict 
a calamity, 


In many southern and western 
localities, tsunahiki or tug-or- 
war is hold on the jugoya eve- 
ning to foretell the harvest and 
fortune. The same rite is held 
in northeastern districts on 
Jan. 15. 


Kawauchi in Kagoshima is 
famous for its tug-of-war. [ne 
boys, 10 to 15, of each district 
participate in the game. A 
rope, from 100 to 200 yards 
long, and one to two feet in 
thickness is made, with a loop 
at each end. On the evening 
the rope is brought to a stree¢ 
corner where a strong stake is 
driven in, 

As the moon rises and the 
rope is stretched along tne 
street with its center at the 
stake, the boys from one sec- 
tion hold one end and tnose 
from another the other end. 
The tug-of-war j;tarts to the 
beating of a drum, As one 
group succeeds in pulling the 
rope and the loop at the other 
end nears the stake, the loon is 
put over it. 


Then the fun commences. 
The boys whose rope has been 
looped over the stake, jump on 
the boys of the other end to 
make them lose their hold on 
the rope, Sometimes ‘hey 
manage to pull the rope and 
put the other loop on the stake. 
The struggle is repeated many 
times, until the rope breaks or 
purposely cut to end the game 
with the approach of the dawn. 

The winning side will be 
favored with good harvest and 
luck, while the losing side must 
wait until the next jugoya to 
have a better chance,
